The Paleethuans have thus gained a powerful new firieod in 
the Iranian rev<riution and in the peraon of the AyaSoHah 
who does not seem to care w4io he di^leases in his espousal 
of the just and tragic cause of the Palestinians In contrast to 
Khomeini, the old r^une in Tehran had awtured extremely 
dose reialions ,with the Israelis at the expense of the Arabs 
and the holy city of Jerusalem. It was always sad and depi^s- 
siog to see an IsUmic state giving faosfNtality and recognition 
to another whose troc^ colooibce 4iree Arab states and ooci^Ty 
one of their holiest cHies and shrines. This is now no more 
and Iran's action in severing all Idtids of relations with Israel 
and reinstaUnig the Palestituans. is a historic victory for the 
T^estinians and the Arabs and a new fillip to tbe stmggSe to- 
T^in Che holy city. 

This is an extranely significant devdopment in tfae Mid- 
dle East and even if it does not drow tan^'Ue results in the 
tnunediate fuhire. its repercussions are bound to be felt for 
a long time to come. 

WELCOME QUEEN 

Britain's Queen EUzabeCh H touahed down yester^y at 
Riyadh at the start of a viat that js a fonnal recognition of 
the interdepecdeoce of the two oouotrie. The sktri at Na- 
tional Guard bagpipes at RiyaiSi Airport that greeted tbe 
British royal party is perheps the least significant contributioa 
of Great Britain to Saudi Arabia but is as evocative as the 
crude realities of trade figures and oil imports. 

While the vi^t of a constitutional monarch, must always 
dwell in the reedm of the pkftzteeque, &itisb cfhcials aceomr 
panying the Queen are erqiected to cover mudi ground with 
their Saudi coUeagues on vhal questions raised by recent evoite 
in Iran and over what Britain can contribute to Shudi deve- 
lopment. 

Britain needs Saudi Arabia as a market and a source of 
jobs at home ji^ as closely as tfae Kingdom needh British 
expertise in engineeriog, mediciae or even Englidi that makes 
-Saudi Arabia borne from home for 13,000 Mtoos. ThiB at- 
mosirfiere of mutiial benefice has never been soured by po$t- 
ct^onial bitterness; although the British Forei^i Office back- 
ed King Abdul Aziz* foe in the Hijaz in tiae 1S>20 b, at least 
the British government of bidia did wtil by the King. 

Tawdry disputes over boideis have long ago evaported. An 
atmosphere of mutual trust has bi^ up^-hdped not hiodered 
by firitain'e withdrawal from its protective role on the world 
stage. Saudi Arabia will oontinue to ajqjreciate the efforts of 
Britain to undo the muddles of the colonial era 

For Britain, the lump on the map between London and 
Bombay has grown into som^hiog of infinitely greater signi- 
ficance — the arbiter of stahility in the fuel that moves its 
IndiKtiial economy. For British ofBciab in Riyadh and surely 
for the Queoi hetsrif, this fad will never be quite concealed 
by the pageantry of the races and desert edterlainments. 

As a lady sovereign visiting Saudi Arabia. Queen Eliza- 
beth has DO foramaaer. Bui she is preceded ^ her kinswo- 
maa, Princess Alice, Countess of Athlooe, wbo made a pio- 
neering motor crossing of Saudi Aialtia the same week in 
1938 that King Abdul Aziz received the irvomeDtous news of 
the tests on Da mmam Seven. 


SURVIVAL! 


The U.S. Secretary of Defense Harold Brown visitejd

Independence in St. Lucia

“From seventymine, St. 1 ji' 
da is mine!** T^ riogao, com-, 
posed by a St. Lucian scfaoot" 
giri, was reconsmeded to the 
120,000 people of this tiny eas- 
tern Caribbran island by their 
- Prenuer, Jolm Compton. 

It has a certain relish about 
it, vfaich reflects (he long drawn 
out process of negotiating fuli 
independence from Britain; 
‘'absolutely intolerable and hu~ 
Rriliating,** Comptem cailed it 
last year, as he shuttled with 
hts n^otiators between ^ 
Lucia and WbitefanH, “like 
mendScants seeking fiavois from 
a master.** 

But on Feb. 22 full jnd^en- 
d^e finafly comes to St Lu- 
cia after more than a century- 
and-a-half of colonial rule and 
pearly 12 years of semrauto- 
nomy under British p^ection. 

Xndfaiendence is bring fur 
-iously opposed bythenrinMity 
Labor Party. Not that k is 
agaiost fr e edom; but it argues 
strongly tfaat independence has 
been agreed by Ccxiipton over 
the beads of opposition 
groups and the people. 

There is ffie added prospect 
of independence euphoria 
boosting Compton's electoral 
support, vMoh has ben dec- 
'finong during las nearly 15 
years in power, and giving him 
a furffier term foUc^ng riec- 
tions vfafioh have to be called 
■by May. 

Angry protests have been 
fired off to WMtdnti, and ear 
ly in December opporition sup- 
porters attacked ifae hotel 
where the British High Com* 
missioner to Barbados was stay- 
ing, smashing windows and 
doors.

At guerrilla buildup 


Rhodesian jets strike into Zambia 


SAUSBURY. Feb. 17 (R) 
— Rhodesian jet airo'aft Satur- 
day attacked black gueirilla 
bases i«i somhoni 2^ambia, 
striking ut a buildup of fcxccs 
bmig prepared to cross into 
Rhodesia, miJiiary headquarters 
announced. 

The raids took place at 7 
a.m. in the Liviogstooe area 
of Zambia, a communique 
said. "All aircraft have re- 
lumed safely U> base." k said. 

"Recent huelligence shon'ed 
that the buHdup of terrorists 
was taking pdace preparatory 
to infiltrating into Rhodesia.* 


it said. "These hoddinig camps 
were situated outside the buik- 
up areas of Livvigsione and 
I'niy these ZI-PRA camps were 
LMadted.” 

ZJPRA is the Zimbiubwe 
African People's Revolutionary 
Army of Zambia-based Patrio- 
tic Freni aUiance jnini leader 
Joshua Nkomo. 

The raids were launched 
five days after an Air Rhode- 
sia Viscount asrUner crashed 
in northern Rhodesia, kdlling 
all 59 pa.s$engers arbd crew. 

Nkomo has eflaimed that Ms 
forces shot down die piane. It 


wa<? bdieved here that it had 
been ivk by at least one ground' 
lo-air rrusale. 

Rhode^an government lea- 
ders quickly [hedged revenge 
for the disaster — the second 
(ifne ZIPRA forces had down- 
ed an aiitioer here. Last SepL 
3, 38 passengera and crew died 
when another Viscouni was 
hit by a missile in the same 
region. 

TIk military also reponed

All survive 
cargo jet, fighter 
mid-air collision 


TAIPEI, Feb. 17 (AP) 
— A Trans-MediteiTaiiean Air- 
ways Boeiiig 707 cargo plane 
collided in midair Saturday 
with a Taiwan air force F-100 
fighter, but both aircraft land- 
ed safdy in Taipei. 

Taip^ airport sources said 
there were no casualties. 

With most of its tail cut off. 
the IMA made an emergency 
lamfing at Taipri's Internatio- 
nal Airport as its pHot skil- 
fuDy maneuvered his aircraft 
down, said the sources, who 
dedtned to be identified. 

Carrying a cargo described 
as general and a crew of three, 
(he TMA plane was apjMtKt- 
ching Taipei Rrom Bangkok 
when the collision took place. 
Sources said it occurred 10 
minutes before the cargo plane 
lowered its landing gear. 
According to the sources, 
the pilot of the Chinese com- 
bat friane bailed out and es- 
caped uidianiied staoiiiy after, 
the crash.

Premier 
Cnou (En-lai) ordered weapons 
collected and a hak to die 
kiliing.' the paper reported, 
but Sun's group demonstrated 
in the streeu and pasted up 
"couiiiurrevoluidonary slo- 
gans" against him. 

NX hen party vice chairman 

Yeh Ciuen-ying sent an array 
team to investigate in 1974. 
Sun's followers falsified ^re- 
cords and covered up their 
comes, it said. 

In another investigation last 
year, it added, authorities re- 
ceived more than 8.00U letters 


and more than 5.000 visits from 
the masses. 


The paper said Sun was a 
follower of the late Defease 
Minister Lin Piao, rej^rteddy 
kified in a plane crash in 1971 
while trying to flee after an 
unsuccessful piot against Mao. 
Lin kis been Linked to the 
"Gang of ^ur" radical lea- 
ders, purged in 1976 on char- . 
ges of trying to cause chaos 
and seize power. 


Four dvihaos have been re- 
poftediy slain by gueeriUae, 
ratsing the reputed death toll 
of thev victims to over 3,000. 

Reporting the bndge saibo-
